MAKES HIM DIFFICULT TO CATCH 


Th e world of fantasy m vdiich th e 
sex murder lives 
m a k e s h im 
one of th e most difficult criminals 
to appreh end, Nebraska law en­ 
forcement officers were told Tues­ 
day evening. 
Dr. James M. Reinh ardt, profes­ 
sor of criminology at th e Univer­ 
sity of Nebraska, explained th at 
th e lack of “social linkage” of 
th e sex murderer to th e rest of 
th e world makes h im different 
from all oth er types of criminals. 
Most criminals, h e pointed out, 
are “proud” of th e way th ey oper­ 
ate and usually seek to benefit 
from th eir crimes. 
Common Sense Rules 
“ It is th is basic social ‘linkage’ 
^ th at makes it possible to apply th e 
' rules of common sense and exper- 


I ience to criminal investigaticai,” 
' Reinh ardt said. 
! 
Reinh ardt, 
wh ose t opi c was 
! “Some Special Problems of Inves­ 
tigation of Sex Crimes,” went on 
to point out th at such investiga­ 
tions often must center on th e sus­ 
pect’s background h istory, rath er 
th an h is present. 
Earlier th e Law Enforcement 
Clinic h eard a discussion of dif­ 
ferentiating between types of crim­ 
inals and adapting interrogaticm 
tech niques to fit th e individual 
type. 
Alan Canty, executive director 


of th e Detroit Psych opath ic Clinic, 
said various emoticxial appeals and 
sympath etic approach es h ave been 
developed wh ich are effective with 
youth ful offenders. 
Canty, wh ose topic was “ Crim­ 
inal Interrogaticai,” explained th at 
th e interrogation of moie h ardened 
criminals requires th e use of dif­ 
ferent tech niques th an th ose used 
for first offenders. 
Questioning Meth ods 
“During th e past 27 years in 
examing criminals in th e Psych ­ 
opath ic Clinic, we h ave developed 
meth ods of obtaining information 
from reluctant subjects," h e said. 
“ Th e student will be given in­ 
formation in h ow to size up th e 
criminal offender so th at h e may 
ch oose th e interrogatior meth od 
th at sh ould prove most effective,” 
Canty explained. 
Th e Law Enforcement Institute 
is h olding a five-day meeting con­ 
tinuing th rough Friday on th e Uni­ 
versity of Nebraska campus. 
CHh ers speakers Tuesday were 
Hudson Hamm of th e North western 
University Traffic Institute, speak­ 
ing on “Traffic Accident Investiga­ 
tions,” and Barry Kinsey, Univer­ 
sity of Nebraska graduate student 
in criminology, speaking on “Some 
Special Problems of Ballistics In­ 
vestigation.” 


“It is a matter of grave c<mcern 
to us wh enever outside influences, 
eith er directly or indirectly, dis­ 
turb th e American integration of
